GAVE UP HIS LIFE TO 


SAVE CREW OF BOAT 


(Associated Press Correspondence) 
London, May 9.—To save the crew 


of a disabled British submarine, fast 
in the mud in 38 feet of water, Com- 
mander Francis Herbert Heavingham 
Goodhart gave up his life when he 
permitted himself to be blown from 
the conning tower in an attempt to 
reach the .surface. 
As Commander 


Goodhart entered .the conning tower 
with, the senior officer, a small tin 
cylinder containing instructions - for 
rescuers was fastened to his belt, the 
commander's last words were: 


"If I don't get up, the cylinder- 
will." 
• 


Air at high pressure had bee'n 


forced into the conning tower and 
the lid opened. 
Taking a deep 


breath, Commander Goodhart was 
shot upward, but he struck a por- 
tion of the superstructure and was 
killed. 


The senior officer, who had in- 


tended to remain in the submarine, 
was forced from the tower by the air 
pressure and reached the surface 
safely. 
The remainder of the crew

^MAIL feY AIRPLANE. 


(Philadelphia Record.) 


Only time can determine whether 


the transmision of mail by airplanes, 
so successfully inaugurated 
yester- 


day, marked a really important ad- 
vance in the improvement of the fa- 
cilities by which distant communi- 
ties are brought into closer relations 
with one another, or whether it was 
simply a spectacular performance, in- 
teresting in itself, but not of perma- 
nent value. Most persons will be in-

proved it untrue. 


Mr. Schwab was called to the high 


post of director general of our ship- 
building industry because he appear- 
ed to be "one man who can accom- 
plish something nobody else can." 
Yet what he told his audience at the 
Metropolitan was true. He knows, 
and. to cite one in his own line of 
industry from whom he learned the 
secret, Andrew Carnegie knew and 
has frequently declared, that alone 
and unaided he could have accom- 
plished nothing; that success grew 
from the ability of the man with the 
vision to gather about him others 
with the will and the power to share 
and emulate his energy and enthusi- 


uaiii. This is the 
gift of personal 


magnetism, and Schwab has It in ov- 
erflowing measure; and to that, In

fullness of the higher graces of sym- 
pathy and understanding. Schwab's 
innate friendliness has developed his 
genius for appraising the latent pow- 
ers of his helpers, and his fr:>,nk con- 
cession to them of their right to a 
share in the golden profits of suc- 
cess, commensurate with their mer- 
its, insures loyal and earnest endeav- 
or. He is a good teacher, because he 
is constantly learning from his pupils. 
The vast world of business in which 
he has for so long been active has 
rounded and ripened him, as this 
world-war is to broaden and mellow 
those who have brought high ideals 
into it. 


Doubtless Mr. Schwab had some 


such thought in his mind when he 
spoke. For as surely as the 1. W. W.

A new system of taxation for 


automobiles which would produce a 
greater revenue for the construction 
and maintenance of roads has been 
proposed for Ohio. This was advo- 
cated at the convention of the Ohio 
State Automobile 
association in 


Lima, which was attended by repre- 
sentatives of 4$ automobile dabs of 
various cities. 
Judge Walter D. Meals of Cleve- 


land, who was elected president, out- 
lined a plan whereby motor cars 
would be taken from the general tax 
duplicate and placed in a special 
classification. The tax in this spe- 
cial class would be paid as a regis- 
tration fee and so would bring every 
car onto the duplicate. County audi- 
tors say that 40 per cent of Ohio 
can now escape listing'.

Meals advocated that pnewmatic- 


tired passenger cars be taxed accord- 
ing to horsepower and that heavy 
commercial vehicles pay accordant to 
weight on a basis sufficient to com- 
pensate the state for wsc, wear and 
tear of roads.

What is known as the Arras sal- 


lent, which projects from the Brit- 
ish lines between the German sal- 
ients of the Somme and the Lys. is 
standing in the way of a further Ger- 
man advance toward the coast or the 
PrancoJBritish lines of communica- 
tion. 
By cutting these lines at im- 


portant points tne enemy apparently 


' hopes to divide the two armies. 


The reduction of the Arras sal- 


lent by a mighty blow would cairy 
the Germans far toward Doulens, 18 
miles north of Amiens and about 13 
miles west of the present 
fighting 


line. Capture of this valuable junc- 
tion point would badly disrupt the 
allied communicating lines and such 
an operation would almost inevita- 
bly carry Amiens also into enemy 
possession. 


Against such a stroke the allies are 


reported to have forces heavily mass- 
ed and to be confidently awaiting the 
result of a possible attack in this 
quarter. 


There was quiet along the front 


at all points occupied by American 
troops except that the air forces were 
active. 
The fighting resulted in fa- 


vor of the Americans who brought 
down two enemy machines, the Am-

ports, while Paris announces anoth- 
er airplane to have been shot down 
by the American gunners. The Am- 
erican air service however lost its 
star aviator, Major Raoul Lufberry, 
w,ho -with 18 machines to his credit, 
fell victim to a German two man 
machine.

cupied Ville Sur Ancre and captured

between the Somme and Arras the 
British have carried out minor raids 
northwest of Albert and near Hamel 
ATtillery and aerial work continues 
at high pitch. 


There is increased local fighting 


on the Italian front, especially in 
the mountains in the western Fren- 
tino. AustrcnHungarian troops have 
attempted attacks in the 
Mantello 


and Adamello regions but were driv- 
en back. In the Giudicaria valley, in 
the same zone, the Italians captured 
prisoners in breaking up an enemy 
outpost. 


Except for the storming of Casa- 


tasson ridge, north of Monte Grappa 
by the Italians who captured prison- 
ers, the activity on'the front between 
Lake Garda and the Adriatic has 
been confined to artillery bombard- 
ments.
